United States continues to use 
defoliants and crop killers in 
Viet Nam, a war tactic that so 
far has consumed around $10 
million in chemicals. 


A 
Pentagon 
spokesman ac- 


knowledged today that U.S. Air 
Force Cl23s still periodically 
spray heavy jungle and rice- 
growing areas in an effort to 
deprive the Viet Cong of am- 
bush cover and food. 


The effort, under way the last 


two years, was deplored last 
month by 22 scientists, including 
seven Nobel Prize winners. 


The group, in a letter to Pres- 


ident Johnson, said employment 
of even mild chemical agents 
opens the door for the adminis- 
tration of deadlier types by both 
the 
enemy 
and 
the 
United 


States. 


There is no indication the plea 


was heeded. 


In fact, the Pentagon recently 


extended the spraying operation 
to 
include western areas of 


South Viet Nam's portion of the 
6-mile-wide Demilitarized Zone 
separating 
the 
country 
from 


North Viet Nam. 


Large numbers of North Viet- 


namese troops have penetrated 
the Demilitarized 
Zone in re- 


cent weeks in what some mill* 
tary men think may be the pre- 
lude to a big offensive push In- 
to South Viet Nam's northern- 
most Quang Tri Province. 


To expose the Communist reg- 


ulars for U.S. air strikes, U.S. 
planes equipped with 1,000-gaU 
Ion dispensers swept sections of 
the DMZ with chemicals which 
kill concealing foliage. 


Overall, more than 640,000 


acres of Jungle and cropland 
have been coated with what the 
Pentagon describes as nontoxic 
chemicals since January 1965. 


The figure does not include 


the last three months, and a 
spokesman emphasized the 640 - 
000 is cumulative - not repre- 
sentative of the 
actual land 


mass covered by the 
xgf-nts.

National and American Football 
Leagues have the legislative 
equivalent of a first down on the 
one-yard line today after a suc- 
cessful end run around House 
objections to an antitrust ex- 
emption for the leagues' merg- 
er. 


The Senate still must give fi- 


nal approval before the exemp- 
tion provisions go to President 
Johnson — but the Senate has 
voted for them several times 
earlier during pro 
football's 


long drive toward the goal of 
Congressional endorsement. 


Presidential approval is an- 


other virtual certainty because 
the provisions are tied to an 
anti-inflation 
tax 
bill 
which 


Johnson wants badly. 


The big play was Thursday's 


House approval of the bill over 
objections 
of 
Rep. Emanuel 


Celler, D-N.Y., who had held up 
other versions of the plan in his 
House Judiciary Committee. 


Tacking the provisions onto 


the tax bill enabled pro football 
to finally skirt Celler's commit- 
tee. 


"The end run was made not 


around me," insisted Celler dur- 
ing debate, "but around the 
public, who now have no way of 
knowing 
the 
whys and 
the 


wherefores and the results that 
may flow 
from 
this football 


merger," 


The provisions would allow 


the leagues to follow through on 
their announced plans to com- 
bine into one 24-team operation, 
expand to a 26-team league by 
1968 and possibly add two more 
franchises by 1970. 


Perhaps the key merger pro- 


vision is elimination of competi- 
tive drafts of college players. 


The interleague bonus and 


salary war had brought on such 
reported payments as $400,000 
to New York Jets' quarterback

Q—I was found to have a 


very small healed spot or scar 
on my lungs, even though I 
have never been sick with tu- 
berculosis. What could have 
caused this? What is the med- 
ical term for it? 


A—You arc one of the 


lucky ones. Many p e r s o n s 
have a mild brush with tuber- 
culosis in childhood, build up 
a resistance 
and, like you, 


have nothing to show that 
they have had the disease but 
an old healed tubercle visible 
only on X ray. This is called 
a primary focus. 


The fact that you have suc- 


cessfully thrown off this first 
tuberculous infection does 
not make you immune for 
life. You should, 
therefore, 


o b s e r v e all the rules of 
healthy living so that you can 
resist any f u r t h e r contact 
with this disease. 


Q—What is the effect of 


streptomycin shots given for 
long periods in the treatment 
of tuberculosis? What is the 
difference between bronchi- 
ectasis and tuberculosis? 


A—Streptomycin, used in 


conjunction with other anti- 
tuberculosis drugs, is an ef- 
fective cure. The dosage must 
be carefully adjusted to pre- 
vent dizziness and deafness. 


Bronchiectasis is a disease 


in w h i c h 
the s m a l l e r 


b r a n c h e s of the bronchial 
tree become dilated. It is usu- 
ally caused by measles or 
whooping cough in children 
or pneumonia in adults. Fol- 
lowing the acute disease, the 
d i l a t e d bronchi b e c o m e 
chronically infected. This dis- 
ease is in no way related to 
tuberculosis, in which small 
areas of consolidation (tuber- 
cles) occur in the long tissue. 


Q—Recently my daughter 


had a tuberculin skin test 
which was positive. Is there 
any chance that she could 
s o m e day be f r e e of the 
germs? 


A—She may be f r e e of 


them now. A positive tubercu- 
lin test indicates p r e v i o u s 
contact with the tubercle ba- 
cillus. The infection in a pos- 
itive reactor may be active or 


it may be healed. This is a 
matter for your 
daughter's 


doctor to determine. If it is 
active, she will probably have 
a low fever every afternoon 
and other symptoms of tu- 
b e r c u l o s i s . With modern 
treatment, this disease can be 
cured. 


Q—Is it necessary for a 


person with tuberculosis to 
go to a hospital or can he be 
treated at home? 


A—A person with active 


tuberculosis should have a 
period of hospital treatment 
to insure his not spreading 
the disease, to give him the 
best chance for cure and to 
learn how to prevent a recur- 
rence.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Post Office Department is re- 
cruiting an army of 150,000 tem- 
porary employes for its battle 
against the annual avalanche of 
Christmas mail.

Left on the list were Safeway

Some

that prices will stay at lower 
levels set this week. 


Safeway announced price cuts 


and King Soopers' vice presi- 
dent, Lloyd King, said his stores 
will meet any regular prices 
posted by other firms. 


He expressed fear that a price 


war 
would break out 
which 


could damage retailers* King 
said every firm intends to retain 
its share of the Denver market. 


Mrs. West said the Miller and

Native son, James H. Pilkinton,

the Texas Water Development 
Board has recently released a 
plan to meet that state's water 
needs for the next 50 years.

Apparently Texas is 
having trouble getting water al- 
ready alloted to it from other 
states through interstate com- 
pacts.

Cincinnati 
Rape-Slayer 
Strikes Again 


By DON BANDY 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - 


The strangulation slaying of an 
81-year-old widow, presumably 
the fifth victim of a crazed kill- 
er, has touched off a new wave 
of fear in an already terrified 
Cincinnati. 


The latest victim, Rose Win- 


stel, was raped and strangled 
Thursday night in a three-room 
apartment in which she lived 
alone. 


The attack took place about 


two miles from the scene of 
three 
of four previous 
rape- 


strangulation murders, the first 
of which occurred last Decem- 
ber. 


"It's an exact copy of the oth- 


ers," said Detective Chief Jacob 
Schott. 


"She looked exactly like the 


others," another veteran detec- 
tive said. "There's no doubt 
about it." 


Police said the aspects of the 


five slayings were the same. 
Each victim was beaten severe- 
ly on the head and face with a 
blunt object, raped and stran- 
gled with whatever was at hand. 


The slayings have touched off 


fear among Cincinnati women. 
The fear has been fed with the 
unsolved stabbing murders of a 
young 
suburban 
couple 
and 


their daughter Sept, 25. 


Police, who have been on un- 


limited overtime duty since Oct. 
11 when Alice Hochhausler, 51, 
was raped and strangled, are 
attempting to add more help to 
an already beefed-up force to 
find the killer. 


Mrs. Winstel was strangled 


with a cord from a heating pad. 
She was nude from the waist 
down and had been dead from 
15 to 24 hours, investigators 
said. 


A 23-year-old man was taken 


into custody .shortly after dis- 
covery of the slaying, but police 
said they had no evidence to 
link him with the crime. He was 
being held overnight. 


The body was discovered by a 


nephew, Robert C. Winstel, who 
said he went to the home when 
he couldn't reach his aunt by 
telephone. 


A chain lock on the apart- 


ment's kitchen door had been 
broken. All the other doors and 
windows were locked. 


Police said this was the first 


time the killer had used force to 
gain entry. The other victims 
were caught in surprise attacks 
either in their apartment build- 
ing or outside. 


Nothing appeared to be stolen, 


police said.

two-block gantlet of 


youths opposing the war in Viet 
Nam. 


The closed car protected the 


President 
and Mrs. Johnson 


from 
the 
paint, 
and

stepped from the car at Govern- 
ment House smiling and waving 
as if nothing had happened. 


"In the perspective of two 


million people or so," said the 
First Lady, "It was just like a 
grain of sand." 


One report said the paint — In 


two plastic balloons 
— was 


thrown by two youngsters about 
14 years old. Another said the

was 
a 
young 
man 


whom police arrested. 


The President 
flew to Mel- 


bourne from Canberra for four 
hours of meeting the people aft- 
er taking a good-natured ribbing 
from 
an Australian politician 


and issuing a Viet Nam solidari- 
ty statement with Prime Minis- 
ter Harold Holt. 


Johnson and Holt said they 


agreed that North Viet Nam no 
longer can win a military victo- 
ry but that America and its al- 
lies must "firmly maintain the 
present military effort until a 
satisfactory settlement could be 
negotiated." 


"Fighting 
could 
only 
end 


when it was clear that the great 
issues at stake had been se- 
cured," the statement declared. 


"There is a widening commu- 


nity of people who feel responsi- 
ble for what is happening in 
Viet Nam," the President said 
in a television speech just be- 
fore he left Canberra. For that 
reason, he continued, "I believe 
there Is light at the end of what 
has been a long and lonely tun- 
nel." 


Despite Mrs. Johnson's "two 


million" 
remark, 
Melbourne 


police estimated the turnout for 
the President at half a million 
who jammed the sidewalks for 
many blocks, cheering and wav- 
ing American flags under a rain 
of tickertape from the clty's:tall 
buildings.
